I recently overhauled an SX-88. More than one of the B+ isolating 
resistors was fried to a crisp because the 2.2 picofarad coupling cap from 
one IF plate coil to the next grid coil was shorted. (It, too was 

burnt!) The "bottom" end of the grid coil went to ground, not the AVC line 
as might be in other stages. 


The bypass caps are normally at the cold end of the plate coil in an IF can 
as Arden notes. But Hallicrafters had odd ways of putting them where they 
had to in order to get the thing to work. The main reason, I think, was 
that they were using paper foil caps (some with braid leads to reduce 
inductance!). If they had our current disk ceramics, their radio would 
have been much simpler.

Very cool...and the recent suggestions have been too (altho whoever gave the 
5-beers recommendation failed to suggest a small microbrew to demonstrate 
how the fermentation process occurs). But I digress. 


I recently had the opportunity to speak with highschool science fair 
participants in my area. It was really fun, and I was impressed by many of 


the kids and their projects. A couple of observations: 


1) There were very few electronic-related projects, and nothing involing 


radio. 

2) There was very little "hard physics", in comparison to biology-related 
projects (see homebrew beer, above) 

3) Any project which had active components (eg. lights, meters, gadgets) 
drew a bigger crowd than the charts, graphs, and posters. HOWEVER, these 
displays with "sizzle" were not necessarily the winners. 

4) The projects that won (in the judges' opinions) displayed the 
start-to-end "scientific method", ie a hypothesis, set up experiment, gather 
data, correlate & validate data, state conclusions. ALL the winners had 
substantial graphs and other data. 

5) Personally, I like the "sizzle" projects, especially if they let me 
participate (read a meter, turn a knob!), but I think todays' curricula 
dictate scientific method. Which is fine, but if you & your child want to 
get a good grade (and maybe win) you need to package the sizzle + 
experimental method. 


I really like the idea of tracking propagation....the beacon idea was cool 
too. You could combine both: sizzle = receiver & computer watching the 
beacon network do its thing. Data = capture signal strength from a few 
beacons and track over time. Hypothesis = demonstrate influence of sunspots 
over 30 day propagation on 10 mhz radio reception (etc., etc.) 


Good luck! Keep us posted in your science fair adventures!
